President Taffs Address 


The president began his 
board of 


trade address 
with a complimentary 


reference to New Jersey, and the city 
of Newark, and then said: 


"When .1 accepted the invitation to 


come here I learned that I was to have 
the pleasure of being a fellow guest 
with my friend Senator Lodge and that 
he was to take up the question of high 
pricea, a question which, lias occupied 
the attention of all the people and has 
invited the investigation into its causes 
of the congress of the United Slates 
arid some of the state legislatures. For. 
my part of the evening, I would like to* 
direct your attention to n more prosy 
subject, to the question of government 
expenses 
and 
government 
revenues, 


and the possible economies, and what 
expenditures arc essential at whatever 
burden of taxation. 


"In our legislative body, which pro- 


vides the. revenue and authorizes the 
expenditures, time was when the com- 
mittee on ways and means, on the one 
hand, determined the revenue of the 
government, or provided the laws for 
raising them, and on the other hand, 
determined 
the 
appropriations 
and 


measured 
the 
expenditures. 
.But 1'or 


many years in our congress these func- 
tions have been divided and the appro- 
priations made by the 
appropriation 


committees of the house and 
senate, 


and. in too many instances*, without 
apparent reference 
to the revenues. 


Under ;this system there have been 
surpluses and deficits. 
prom D'ficit to Surplus 


The; calculation of the secretary of 


the treasury for the present year 
showed that.the deficit was likely to.be 
$34,000,000 in respect to ordinary re-1, 
celpts and expenditures. I am glad to 
t-ay that the operation of the new tariff 
bill has been so much more productive 
of. income that this deficit for the cur- 
rent year is likely to be considerably 
reduced.. In addition, however! to the 
ordinary deficit, we have to add the 
Panama canal expenditure for immedi- 
ate 
provision 
of 
$311.000,000. but by 


meeting the expenditures on the Pan- 
ama canal with the proceeds of bond 
Issues, wo have enough cash in • the 
treasury to meet the deficit In our or-, 
dinary expenses of the current year, 
and if we meet the expenditures on the 
Panama canal for the following year 
we shall have a surplus of 530,000,000, 
or If the revenue producing capacity of 
the new tariff keeps up to its present 
indication, this surplus may 
be 
in- 


creased to 550.000.000 
On the 
other 


hand, if the congress proposes to add 
to the expenditures of the government 
over those estimated for, for new en- 
terprises in the river and harbor bill 
and for the construction of the federal 
building under a building act, it will 
be very easy to consume or exceed the 
entire surplus. 


"Kvcry one must admit the wisdom 


of providing for the payment of the ca- 
UL 1JIUVJU1H5 l"l llm lJl\3ulcltl. Ul LUG l.a- 
nal expenditure by bonds. I would not 
begin the expenditure of any money on 
any project the wisdom of which had 
hot been fully ascertained by experts 
and the cost of which had not been 
fully ascertained by the most experi- 
enced engineers; 
but having deter- 


mined to put through the improvement, 
it ought not to be done by fits and 
starts, but it ought to be done as one 
job, 
and provision for its completion 


might to be made by the 
Issuing of 


bonds, unless the current revenues af- 
ford a sufficient amount to complete it 
within an economical time. This state- 
ment has peculiar application 
to tha 


river and harbor bill which now has 
passed the house. 
Canal and Its Cost 


"While I H!ii dealing with the Pana- 


ma canal, however. 1 ought to rof.r.* 
to the discrepancy between the 
esti- 


mated cost of the enterprise and the 
actual cost us we are now able to fix 
it with 
very 
considerable 
accuracy 


within four or five years of its com- 
pletion. The estimated cost of the en- 
gineering and construction of the ca- 
nal was 5139.700,000. 
Its actual 
cost 


for engineering and construction will 
be $297,000,000, an increase of about 
$157,000,000. 
This increase is to 
be 


explained first by the very great ap- 
preciation in the cost of labor 
and 


material between the time when tho 
estimate was made in 1900 and 
the 


time when the work was done between 
190-1 and 1909. Second, by 
the 
fnct 
that the canal has been enlarged sub- 
stantially beyond the original dimen- 
sions estimated for. 
"In addition to this the cost of sani- 


tation and government, without which 
the canal could not have 
been 
built, 


will be about $73,000,000, and will car- 
ry the entire cost of the canal to $o7'J,- 
000.000. 


"To return to the state of 
finances. 


1,repeat that the surplus for the year 
ending June 30. 1911, for which we are 
now making provision in this congress 
hy appropriation, will bo about 53.V 
.000.000. if the estimates made by the 
departments and transmitted 
by 
the 


secretary of the treasury to congress 
nre not exceeded, and if the revenue 
from the tariff bill equals that which

This Is a very considera- 
ble increase over the amount estimat- 
ed for hy tho secretary of tho treas- 
try. In addition to this, if a. building 
Jill passes 
congress 
appropriating: 


U5,000,000 or 520,000,000 for the coming 
liscal year, there may still be a deficit 
unless the receipts from the tariff bill 
and the corporation tax exceed what 
was originally estimated 
from 
them. 


I am bound to say that the results of 
the tariff bill thus far indicate a con- 
siderable increase over 
the estimate 


of the secretary. 


The president next went into detail 


of 
departmental 
economies 
in the. 


present estimates, showing how money 
md been saved in the army and navy 
jvithout any modification of my per- 
nanent policies, which he also 
said 


was true to a lesser extent 
in 
the 


treasury, post office and 
interior de- 


partments. 
He then continued: 


"For some time. It has been said that 


we have 'billion dollar' congresses. The 
statement in itself is an 
unjust one. 


because it is generally 
construed 
to 


mean that the total 
expense of the 


departments to he paid"6ut of taxation 
amounts to a billion dollars a 
year. 


This is auite an error, for the reason 
that in making up the billion dollars 
She expenses for the post .office 
de- 


partment arc always included, where- 
as the expenses of the post office de- 
partment, except Its deficit, 
are 
not 


paid out of the proceeds of taxes. 
Believes Aldrich Right 
i 


"It is now proposed to appoint ft. con- 


gressional commission to look into the 
question of a general reorganisation of 
the 
departments of the government 


with a view to reducing the expense of 
administration of the government. It 
has been, said on the iloor of the sen- 
ate that it will be possible by this com- 
mission to reduce the cost of adminis- 
tering, the government $10(1,000,000 
a 


year, and that if a free hand were giv- 
en to a business man the reduction in 
the expense of administration might be 
doubled or tripled. 
v 


"I am unable to confirm these state- 


ments as to exact amount, but I am 
very sure that a conservative, prudent 
and fearless commission could make a 
most material reduction In the cost of 
administering the government. It -will 
find opposition In congress 
to every 


change recommended, because there is 
no branch or bureau so humble that it 
cannot secure Its adherents and de- 
fenders within the legislative halls. But 
if by the totals that it shows this com- 
mission shall justify Its existence it is 
probable that it can secure a majority 
sufficient to carry through its proposed 
reforms. 


Thiy proposed commission, as I un- 


derstand it, is to lake up the bureaus of 
all of the departments to tee whether 
they may not often be connected and 


so t-o lay down such rules governing 


the civil service as will secure the. ut- 
most eflicieucy from each civil servant 
or from each unit of labor. It is un- 
doubtedly true today, that -we have a 
great many more persons employed in 
the government than we would need if 
every person*.in the government ren 
dered to the government a service of 
a high degree of efficiency. This com- 
mission will ha.ve to take up the ques- 
tion which has troubled great Indus- 
trial corporations and great railroads 
as to the method of disposing of super- 
annuated servants. 


"I am quite aware that things done 


by tht government are done under con- 
ditions different from those of a busi- 
ness concern. But in spite of the added 
expenditure of administration incident 
to the requirements to popular govern- 
ment, every one. familiar with govern- 
ment methods now In vogue must rec- 
ognize the possibility of reforms lead 
ing to great economy if the congress 
shall have the courage to adopt plans 
which may be recommended 
by 
the 


commission after a full examination hy 
business experts. 


"I cannot close without congratulat- 


ing you and myself on the prospect 
that the present tariff bill offers such 
an increased income as to make, deficits 
under arii- condition unnecessary. Of 
course if there were to be :i halt in our 
prosperity and a panic, the- reduction 
in imports might bo so substantial as 
to lead to deficits again. Let us hop? 
however, that the prosperity of out 
country is founded on such a substan- 
tial basis that no -flurry in tho stock 
market y.ml no other temporary cause 
m;ty prevent the continuance of gooci 
business on a substantial basis."

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—While the 


supreme court of the United States 
has vouchsafed no intimation on the 
subject it is generally .supposed here 
'that the 6-ecision in ..the case, of the 
American Tobacco company, which has 
already been argued 'before the. court, 
will not be handed down.at least un- 
til after the argument in the case of 
the Standard 
Oil company, which is 


set for ' March 
14. 
Attorney . Geri-' 


eral Wickersham, in his motion to ad- 
vance the hearing of the latter case, 
described the two as 'essentially kin- 
dred, and suggested to the court that 
they be considered- together. 


Lawyers here generally 
concur in 


the statement made by Mr. Wicker- 
sham to the court, that these two 
cases together present for its consid- 
eration "practically the entire 
ranse 


of modern industrial organizations in 
this country," and substantially every 
feature-of the ."trust question," so far 
as It falls within the purview of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
Yet they are 


not precisely alike; indeed, it is said 
that in some particulars they are so 
dissimilar that ths court might find in 
favor of the government in one case, 
and against it In tlie other.

In attempting to charge up the deficit in his 


Department against the magazines the Postmaster-/ 
General has done the country a genuine, even if an 
unintentional, service. He has drawn attention to 
the necessity for a thorough reorganization of the 
Postal Department. 
He has emphasized the im- 


portance of taking the Post-Office out of politics 
for all time. 


The Fifty-ninth Congress authorized an inyes- 


tigation of postal affairs, and a joint commission, 
headed by Senator Pen.rose and Representative 
Overstreet, made a thorough investigation of .the 
whole subject. As a result, the Overstreet bill, 
which contains many excellent recommendations, 
was presented. It is not from guesswork that we 
have concluded that the Department is in need of 
radical reorganization, but from the official reports 
of this Joint Congressional Postal Commission 
and of the disinterested accountants hired by it. to 
investigate the business methods of the Depart- 
ment. We quote from these reports, remember- 
ing that the findings and criticisms are not ours, 
but those of a Congressional Commission and its 
authorized agents. First read these recommenda- 
tions from the preliminary report of the Joint 
Postal Commission, in this week's number of

Then read these extracts from the report of the 


public accountants employed by the Joint Conv 
mission: 


• 
"The service has grown from small beginnings over a 


long period of years, hampered by restrictive laws which 
may have been necessary in the past and may even now be 
considered necessary to some extent for a Government 
department, but which would render it practically impos- 
sible for any private business to survive. 
: 


" The general absence of any efficient methods of account- 


ing has been brought to light by the inquiry carried out 
bv the Joint Commission on second-class mail matter. 
This report was referred to Congress on January 30,1907, 
and our investigation has confirmed the impression gath- 
ered from the study of it, that the whole of these methods 
are crude in the extreme and such as no private business 
concern or corporation could follow without the certainty 
of loss, if not of financial disaster." 


There are half-a-dozen more of these extracts 


on the Editorial page of this week's issue of THE 
SATURDAY EVENING POST. 


In the Joint Postal Commission's-report of 


1907 we find: 


"As an indication of the views at present entertained it 


is proper to say that the commission is profoundly 
impressed with the wisdom of the accountant's report in 
recommending the following: 
_ 


•' That the actual direction of the business of ths 


Post-Office Department and postal service be committed to 
an officer with necessary assistants to be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice, and consent of the 
Senate, for long terms, so as to insure the continuity of 
efficient service, and that the Postmaster-General, as 'a 
member of the Cabinet, be chargeable only with general 
supervisory control and the determination of questions 
of policy."

BANKS 
NOT 
DESIRABLE. 


The agitation for postal savings banks is spreading- over the country, j ££. ^ ^1A^\^C.^^1'^ 


and in some place.s these banks might prove a benefit Io the, community, (self, hut I have friends who ar. ., .

They can be a benefit, however, only in places where there is no regular 
savings banks-such as-we have in Lowell-and other cities of-Massachusetts. 
It is not only the 1'imrlinii of Hie savings bank to deposit money but also 
to lend money for building purposes. Thus the money that is deposited in 
the banks is used to help the community. It is invested in mortgages at. a 
reasonable rate of interest, thus helping people to purchase, their own.homes 
and 'thereby, build up a competence against the future.-""But the money 
deposited in postal savings banks would be invested in government bonds so 
that the people who wanted loans for building purposes would not have Ihe 


. benefit of the money so deposited. That is where, the postal savings bank 


is lame. 


It has been stated thai the postal savings bank is a success in England. 


That statement is not quite correct. 
II is true that 
these 
banks 
are 


numerous in Great Britain and Ireland and are largely used by the people. 
Kilt there is one serious objection. In Ireland, for 
example, 
Ihe entire 


deposits in the postal savings banks are invented in British consols. 
By 


that, means the money is taken entirely out of the country and is of no use 
whatever to the people. How much better would it be if they could go to a 
bank and get money advanced on a mortgage for building or other pur- 
poses. 
The disadvantage, of a postal savings bank thus felt in Ireland 


would be similarly felt in this country except as a 
bank 
of 
deposit. 


If ive'would have savings banks of any kind lei Ihem be such as we have 
here in Massachusetts, always ready to pay a fair rale, of 
interest on 


deposits and at the same time ready to loan the money back to the people 
for industrial purposes on good security and at a moderate rate of interest. 


It is tj'ue that the postal savings bank, 
resting 
upon 
government 


responsibility, affords absolute security Cor the money deposited, but the 
average savings bank as conducted under the Massachusetts laws is so well 
protected that the losses from defalcation or other cause are extremely 
rare. The postal savings bank might prove very serviceable in some thinly 
populated districts where no oilier is available, and shouldssuch banks be 
authorized we belive they should be limited to such districts. ,

We are glad to note that a committee of the board of trade has taken 


up the public hail matter in conjunction with the advisability of building- up 
a civic centre that will be a strikingly attractive fen lure in our city. The 
committee, however, endorsed the idea of combining the hall with a system 


o f public Imths.

Now il must be admitted by all thai we need a public hall that will 


'accommodate at. least 2500 people. A hall of thai size would serve fur Ihe 
largest meetings and entertainments likely to be held. 
But no large hall 


could be opened to meetings of small bodies, so that a smaller hall and ;> 
number of commillee rooms would be indispensable. 


These are the essentials that must be provided in a public hall if il is to 


serve the public needs, and il would be a very serious blunder Io constnict 
a hall that would not answer at least all the needs of our city for the next 


twenty-five yenr.s. 


These requisites-, remember, arc wholly distinct from the matters of 


location anil the proposed combination of the hall wilh a public bath system. 


If the committees in charge' of ihe site problem decide that the public 


hall should lie located near city hall in order to build up 
11 civic centre 


there, tffen it will be necessary also to have a building that will be fairly 
attractive. A plain two or three story building will not add much Io the 
attractiveness of the civic centre, and it public convenience be considered 
ihe hall should be located as near ihe centre of transportation as possible. 
If, however, (hut consideration be abandoned the next is 
Io 
locate 
the 


hall close to the city hall and municipal building and have it sullicicnlly 
attractive not io suffer from mere contrast. 


Hence, unless we are to have the public hall building imposing and 


architecturally attractive, let us not place if near city hall. 
But 
if 
we 


should decide upon that location ihen how should we have the hall and a 
public bath system in Ihe same building as is proposed.' 
Lei. us assume that 


the hall will be so well equipped th.ii il will be patronized for the most select, 
parties. 
It would be entirely proper Io have- such parlies assemble al Ihe 


municipal centre, but if in the'' basement of the same building there be a 
system of public, baths, the truflic thus drawn there may interfere with those 
who go to the public, hall. 
The people who want to use public baths have 


no need Io dress tip. They would go from the workshops and faclories and 
should not have to run the gauntlet of a lot of carriages bringing ihe social 
set io the public hall.

very interesting lecture .on the "Heroes 
of Oiu1 Coast," before the People's club 
in the Kunela building last night. Tht) 
lecture was a narrative of the work of 
tno United States . lifesaving 
service, 


and 
was interspersed 
with striking 


photographs of wrecks which have..oc- 
curred along the coast during the past 
four years. Some of the 
photographs 


were secured as,a result of the photog- 
rapher being on the scone at about the 
time a boat was sinking. The stereop- 
ticon

William- -E. 


Badger. 


During the 'course of his talk Mr. 


£eck said: 


"The Hfesaving service is much ap- 


preciated' on both. Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, but it receives little recognition 
fiom congrvsst which allows only $65 a 
month for. 10 "mouthy in the-year, for 
the men employed. Out of the $65, the 
men are obliged to pay for their food 
and clothing.. Admission to the service 
is gained by passing' the civil service 
examination, and 
then, each year 


physical test is required, and if a man 
falls down in this test, he is dismissed 
from tho service without a pension. In 
fact, there is no such thing as a pen- 
sion for men employed in this trying 
work. 


"In 30 years, the service has been in- 


strumental in. saving 102,000 lives, to- 
gether with property valued at $166,- 
ono.OOO. In this time there have been 
11,000 disasters. While a 
wreck like 


that of the Portland is more conspicu- 
ous because oC the number of lives lost, 
there are many nights in which niem- 
bors o(: the service <Midure just as much 
suffering as was endured in that tragic 
storm. These, men .are out on the coast 
in every storm, looking foi thosi: who 
may need their assistance. The Pacific 
coast, ns well as'fhe Atlantic coast, lifts 
Us df(;dt; of heroism to record among 
the lifftsuvcrs, and it .also has its great 
wrecks to record. 


"To us. of course, the wreck of the 


Purtland is best known, and tho storm 
which caused it was one of the worst 
known along the Atlantic coast. There 
is some dispute as to the date, but It is 
known that the Portland was lost on 
tho night of Nov. 26-27, 189S. Not a 
person liv*U-To tell the story 
of the 


tragedy. 
My opinion has always-been 


that when tho wind rcnnhftd its highest 
velocity, anil the waves 
wore 
rolling 


v.'ith their greatest force, 
the 
ruddei 


was torn away, with the result that the 
steamer turned turtle. 
All along the 


coast the lifesavers were out looking 
for u-reckaec. not only of the Portland, 
but of other boats, and many instances 
of heroism are recorded In tho rescues 
made in this storm."

"I am unable to confirm these state- 
ments us to exact amount, hut I am 
very sure Hint a conservative, prudent 
and fearless commission could make'a 
most material reduction In the cost of 
administering the government. It will 
find opposition in congress to every 
change recommended, because there -is 
no branch'or bureau so humble that it 
cannot secure its adherents and de- 
fenders within the legislative halls But 
if by the totals that it shows this com- 
mission shall justify its existence it is 
probable that it can secure a majority 
sufliclent to carry through its proposed 
reforms. 
'This, proposed commission, HS I un- 


derstand it, is to take up the bureaus of 
all,of the departments.to see whether 
they |inay not- often be connected and 
also to lay'down such rulus-govenrrror 
tho civil .service as will, secure, the ut- 
most efficiency from each civil servant, 
or from each unit of labor. It.is un- 
doubtedly true today that we have a 
great many more persons employed .iii 
the government than we would need If 
every person in the government .ren- 
dered to the government a service of 
a-lilsrh degree of efficiency. This com- 
mission will have to take up the ques- 
tion .which has troubled great indus- 
trial. corporations anil great railroads 
a« .to Uie method of .disposing of super- 
annuated servants. 


"I am quite aware that things done 


by the government are Gone under con- 
ditions different from those of a busi- 
ness concern. But In spite, of the added 
expenditure of administration Jncident 
to" the. requirements to popular1 govern- 
ment, e.vrry one familiar with govern- 
ment methods now in vogue mu.st rec-. 
ognize the possibility of reforms lead- 
ing to great economy if the congress 
shall have the courage to adopt plans 
whicli may be recommended by 
the 


commission after a full examination by 
business experts. 
' 


"I camic-t close without congratulat- 


ing you and myself on the prospect 
that the present tariff bill offers such 
an increased income .as to make deficits 
under, any condition unnecessary. Of 
course If there were to be n halt in "our 
prosperity and a panic, the reduction 
in imports might be so substantial as 
to lead to deficits again. Let us hops, 
however, that the prosperity of our 
country is founded on such a substan- 
tial basis that no Hurry in the stock 
mnrkct and no other temporary cause 
may prevent tho continuance of good 
business on a substantial basis.''

(Corporation) hospital is at hand and 
show-the institution to fa? in a flour- 
ishing condition after a busy and BUO- 
ctfisful year. 


The towcll Hospital association -was 


organized by- the officers of the textile 
manufacturing corporations in 1839 and 
the hospital was opened in February of 
1840—the city's population being then 
about 21,000. One hundred and thirty 
patients were treated the first year; 
and for 27 years there was no other 
hospital in Lowell. 


Reliable figures showing the work of 


the hospital are available for only the 
23 years it has been managed under 
the present system. In this time 13,- 
432 house patients have been received* 
and given 40,826 weeks treatment. The 
expenses aggregate 5400,246, of which 
the patients have contributed a. total 
of 3146,340. 


The Out-Patient 
department has 


served in all 40,796 callers, -who have 
made 182,081 visits. 


The sen-ices rendered by .the hospital 


in .both departments have more than 
doubled in the last ten years. 


The report of Treasurer Franklin 


NourEo shows that the total receipts of 
the institution, including a small bal- 
ance from last year, were $26,513.16, of 
which 512,000 was received from tho 
corporations, the .Lawrence Mfg. Co. 
paying in the largest individual amount, 
S1H20. Tho 
total expenditures were 


S24.2S6.50, leaving a balance of $1326.66. 
In the annual report of the hospital Dr. 
Simpson writes as follows: 
The.past year has been a record one 


in the history of the hospital, 1243 pa- 
tients having- -been admitted against 
918 in 1908 and 1026 the orevlous year. 


"While many more persons have.been 


admitted, the Average number of pa- 
tients per day has increased but two 
a)id the patients have averaged to stay 
flye days less than the previous year.

In attempting to charge up the deficit in his 


Department against the magazines the Postmaster- 
General has done the country a genuine, even if an 
unintentional, service. He has drawn attention to 
the necessity for a thorough reorganization of the 
Postal Department. 
He has emphasized the im- 


portance of taking the Post-Office out of politics 
for all time. 


The Fifty-ninth Congress authorized an inves- 


tigation of postal affairs, and a joint commission, 
headed by Senator Penrose and Representative 
Overstreet, made a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject. 
As a result, the Overstreet bill, 


which contains many excellent recommendations, 
was presented. It is not from guesswork that we 
have concluded that the Department is in need of 
radical reorganization, but from the official reports 
of this Joint Congressional Postal Commission 
and,of the disinterested accountants hired by it to 
investigate the business methods of the Depart- 
ment. 
We quote from these reports, remember- 


ing that the findings and criticisms are not ours, 
but those of a Congressional Commission and its 
authorized agents. First read these recommenda- 
tions from the preliminary report of the Joint 
Postal Commission, in this week's number of

Then read these extracts from the report of the 


public accountants employed by the Joint Com- 
mission: 


" " The sen-ice has grown from small beginnings over a 
long period of years, hampered by restrictive laws which

sible for any private business to survive. 


" The general absence of any efficient methods of account- 


ing has neon brought to light by the inquiry carried out 
by the Joint Commission on swond-clasa mail matter. 
This report was referred to Congress on January 30,1907, 
and our investigation has confirmed the impression gath- 
ered from the study of it, that the whole of these methods 
are crude in the extreme and such as no private business 
concern or corporation could follow without the certainty 
of loss, if not of financial disaster."

POSTAL SAVINGS 
BANKS NOT DESIRABLE. 


• 
The agitation for postal savings banks is spreading over the country 


and. in some places these banks might prove a benefit to the community 
They can be a benefit, however, only in places where there is no regain 
savings banks such as we have in Lowell and other cities of Massachusetts 
•It is nol only the function of Hie savings bank to deposit money but als. 
to lend money for "building purposes. Thus the money that is deposited in 
the banks is used to help the community. 
It is invested in mortgages at a 


reasonable vale of interest, thus helping people to purchase their own homes 
and thereby build up a competence against the future. 
But the money 


deposited in postal savings banks would be invested in government bonds si 
that the people who wanted louns for building purposes would not have thi 
benefit of the money so deposited. That is where the postal savings bank 
is laine. 


It has been stated that the postal savings bunk is a success in England, 


That statement is not quite correct. It is true that these banks are 
numerous in Great Britain and Ireland and are largely used by the people 
But 'there is one serious objection. In Ireland, for 
example,, the entire 


deposits in .the postal savings banks are invested in British consols. Bj 
that means the money is taken entirely <rat'"of the country and is of no use 
whatever to the people. How much better would it be if they could go to a 
bank and get money advanced on a mortgage for building or other pur- 
poses. 
The disadvantage of a postal savings bank thus felt in Ireland 


would be similarly felt in this country except as a 
bank 
of 
deposit. 


.If we would have savings banks of any kind let them be such as we have 
here in Massachusetts, always ready to pay a fair rale of interest on 
deposits and at the same time ready to loan the money buck to the people 
for industrial purposes on good security and at a moderate rate of interest. 


It is true that the postal savings bunk, resting 
upou^ .government 


responsibility, affords absolute security for the money deposited, but the 
average savings bank as conducted under the Massachusetts laws is so well 
protected that the losses from defalcation or other cause are extremely 
rare. The postal savings bank might prove very serviceable in some thinly 
populated districts where no other is available, and should such banks be 
authorized wo belive they should be limited to such districts. 


PUBLIC

We are glad to note thai, a committee of the board of'trade has taken 


.up the public hall matter in conjunction with the advisability of building up 
n civic centre that will bo a strikingly attractive feature in our city. The

Now it must be admitted by all that we need a public hall thnt will 


accommodate at least.2500 people. A ball of that size would serve for the 
largest meetings and entertainments likely to be held. 
But no large hall 


could be opened to. meetings of small bodies, so Hint a smaller hall and a 
number of committee rooms would be indispensable. 


These are the essentials that must be provided in a public hall if it is to 


serve the public needs, and it would be a very serious blunder to construct 
a hall that would nol answer at Icusl all the needs of our city for the next' 


twenty-five yenrs. 


These requisites, remember, itre wholly distinct from the matters of 


location and the proposed combination of the hall with a public bath system. 


If the committees in charge of the site problem decide that the public 


hall should be located near city hall in order to build up a civic centre 
there, then it will be necessary also to have a building that will be fairly 
attractive. 
A plain two or three story building will not add much to the 


attractiveness of the civic centre, and if public convenience bo considered 
the hall should be located us neiir the centre of transportation as possible. 
If, however, that consideration be abandoned the next is to locate the 
hall close to the city hall and municipal building and have it sufficiently 
attractive not to suffer from mere contrast. 


Hence, unless we are to have the public hall building imposing and 


architecturally attractive, let us not place it near city hall. But if we 
should decide upon that location then how should we have the hall and a 
public bath system in the snme building as is proposed? Let us assume that 
the hall will b'e so well equipped that it will be patronized fpr the most select 
parties. It would be entirely proper to have such parties assemble at the 
municipal centre, but if in the basement of the same building there be a 
system of public baths, the traffic, thus drawn there may interfere with those 
who go to the public hall. 
The people who wnnt To use public baths have 


no need to dress up. They would go from the workshops and factories and 
should not have to run the gauntlet, of a Jot of carriages bringing the social 
set to the public hall. Xor should the latter be in the least annoyed by a 
stream of people passing to and from the public baths. It would thus be 
absolutely necessary to have the. entrances to the hnll distinct; nnd separate 
from the entrance to the bnths nnd if possible in opposite ends of the 


building. 


On the whole we doubt very much whether a public hall and n public 


bath system can be located in the same building without having the service 
of either seriously affected by the oilier. \Vc want both but it would be bet- 
ter to wait awhile for the bulbs than nllempl. to combine them with n public, 
hall in a manner (hat might make the 
building 
unpopular 
for 
public 


assemblies and, therefore, unprofitable. 


This is a problem that the committees will have to decide, and it is one 


of the most dillicult connected with the hall proposition, 


It is gratifying, however, In lind the hoiird of trade mid city council 


bucking up Mayor Median in his efforts to have the public hall matter selllcd 
this year MO that the city council can pnss mi In matters of more importance, 
to the extension of the high school, the paving of streets nnd other public 


improvements. 


In this respect, the old Hunlington nnd .Inckson hnlls answered the pnr- 


pofd very well; but they would not be large enough to meet tboi needs of 


Ilio city today or Iwenty years hence.

Arthur K. Peck of. Boston gave a 


very-interesting Jecture on the "Heroes 
o£ Our Coast," before, the People's club 
in the Eunels building .last night. The 
lecture was a narrative of the work of 
tho United States . llfesaving ^ervice, 
and', was interspersed with . striking 
photographs of wrecks which have oc- 
curred along, the "coast during the past 
four years. Some of the 
photographs 


-were secured as" a result of the photog- 
rapher being on the scene at about the 
time a boat was sinking. The stereop- 
ticon was operated by William E. 
Badger. 


During the course of his talk Mr. 
Peck said: 
., 
. . . . . 


"The lifesavihg service is much ap- 
preciated on-both Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, but it".receives little recognition 
from congress, .which allows only $65 a 
month for-10 months in the year.for 
the men employed. Out .of the $65, the 
men are obliged to pay for their food 
and clothing. Admission to the service 
Is gained by passing the civil .service 
examination, and then, each year a 
physical test is required, and if a man 
falls down in this test, he is dismissed 
from the service without a pension- In 
fact, there is no such thing as a pen- 
sion for men employed in this trying 
work, 
. 


"In 30 years, the service has been In- 


strumental in saving 102,000 lives, to- 
gether '.with property .valued at ?16G,- 
010,000. In this time there have heen 
11000 disasters. While a wreck like 
that of the Portland is more conspicu- 
ous because of the number of lives lost, 
there are many nights in which mem- 
bers of the service endure just as much 
suffering as was endured in that-tragic 
storm. These men are out on the coast 
in every storm, looking for those who 
may need their assistance. The Pacific 
coast, as well as the Atlantic coast, has 
its deeds of heroism to record among 
the lifcsavers, and it also has its great 
wrecks to record.' 
, "To us, of course, the wreck of tho 
Portland ts best known, and tho storm 
which caused it. was one of the worst 
known along the Atlantic coast. There 
is some dispute as to the date, but it is 
known that the Portland was lost on 
the night of Nov. 26-27, 181)8. Not a 
person lived to tell the story of 'the 
tragedy. 
Jly opinion' has always been 


tha>t when the wimTreached. its highest 
velocity, and the waves 
were 
rolling 


with their greatest force, 
the rudder 


v.-as. torn away, with the result that the 
steamer turned turtle. 'All along the 
coast the lifcsavers were out looking 
for wreckage, not only of the Portland, 
hnt of other boats, and many instances 
of herolFm are recorded in the rescues 
made in this storm."
